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U.S. airstrike may have killed bin Laden's son

Saad bin Laden, a son of A 1 Qaeda leader 
Osama bin Laden, may have been killed in a 
U,S. airstrike, U,S, officials said Thursday 
The son was likely killed in Pakistan in the 
last several months, approximately in late 
spring, said a counterterrorism official, one 
of three Obama administration officials who 
spoke on condition of anonymity to discuss 
intelligence. 


Though many in the intelligence communi- 
ty believe he is dead, they can’t be loo percent 
certain because no body or DNA evidence was 
recovered to prove it, one official said. 

The U,S, has carried out more than 45 mis- 
sile attacks with drones in Pakistan’s border 
region since last August, most targeting for- 
eign A 1 Qaeda militants and those accused 
of violence in neighboring Afghanistan, Bin 
Laden was not considered a heavy hitter in 


his father’s organization and was not the tar- 
get of the strike, but rather was killed during 
a strike intended for someone else. National 
Public Radio said, quoting unidentified offi- 
cials. 

The younger bin Laden was believed to have 
fled Afghanistan shordy after the US, invasion 
of Afghanistan in late 2001 that routed his 
father from safe haven there and overthrew 
the Taliban regime.

Stroger won’t 
veto pot law 

Chicago Tribune 

Cook County Board President Todd Stroger 
will not veto an ordinance allowing people 
to be ticketed if they are caught with small 
amounts of marijuana in unincorporated areas, 
his spokesman said Thursday 

That’s a departure from Wednesday, when 
Stroger hinted he might veto the legislation. 

In a radio interview Wednesday, Stroger said 
he “didn’t think it’s such a great idea” to dole 
out what amounts to $200 tickets for those 
caught with 10 grams or less of pot. “I’m not 
really an advocate of trying to decriminalize the 
drug that people start before they move on to 
the higher stuff,” he told WGN (720-AM). 

A spokesman said Stroger plans to let the 
ordinance stand because it would give officials 
more discretion and save the county money by 
not housing as many misdemeanor offenders. 

Stroger’s spokesman, James Ramos, said 
Stroger does not believe the new ticketing sys- 
tem will generate large amounts of revenue. 


Speeding tickets 
just got a bit faster

Tired of waiting in long lines to pay for 
speeding tickets? 

On Thursday, Cook County Circuit 
Clerk Dorothy Brown announced that 
motorists can now deal online with 
certain traffic violations. 

Through the “Online Traffic Ticket 
System,” drivers can enter guilty pleas, 
pay fines or fees for Traffic Safety 
School and receive instantaneous court dates. 

“We got the law changed to enable individuals 
to plead guilty electronically,” Brown said. “Then 
we went to the Illinois Supreme Court and we 
received permission from them to actually accept 
electronic pleas of guilty” 

Still, there are a limited number of violations 
that can be handled online, including speeding 


and failure to wear a seat belt or to stop 
at a stop sign. 

Those 18 or younger or charged 
with driving under the influence can- 
not resolve their tickets online. Brown 
said. In addition, a motorist whose 
license has been suspended because 
of multiple tickets must go to court 
instead of handling the matter online. 
Several other collar counties, includ- 
ing Will, Kane and Kendall counties, permit online 
payments for traffic tickets that do not require 
mandatory court appearances, and they also allow 
online applications and payments for Traffic Safety 
School. 

Brown said improved efficiencies from the online 
system could lead to a reduction in staff, though 
preferably through attrition and not layoffs.

The 
government that sent Manuel Zelaya into 
exile vows to arrest the elected president if 
he sets foot in Honduras. 

Q Helicopter escape 

Belgian authorities say three inmates 
made a dramatic escape from prison by 
helicopter. A Bruges prosecutor’s office 
spokesman said an accomplice hijacked a 
helicopter Thursday and forced its pilot to 
fly into the prison yard, where the men got 
inside. He says they flew to a field where they 
stole a black Mercedes and got away. 

God, It’s me— tweeting 

For centuries, people have stuffed 
prayers written on scraps of paper into the 
cracks in the Western Wall in the Old City of 
Jerusalem. In recent years they could fax or 
e-mail their prayers-and now they can tweet 
them too. The Western Wall now has its own 
address on the social networking service. 

Q Clinton, N. Korea barbs 

Hillary Clinton and North Korea 
exchanged barbs Thursday, with Clinton 
saying North Korea “has no friends left’’ 
and the communist regime calling the U.S. 
secretary of state a “schoolgirl.” The sharp 
words came as Clinton was in Thailand and 
North Korea said it refused to re-enter talks to 
terminate its nuclear weapons program.

Outrage continues over 
Harvard scholar’s arrest 


CLEVELAND The White House tried 
Thursday to calm a hubbub over 
President Obama’s comments about a white 
police officer’s arrest of a black scholar near 
Boston, saying Obama was not calling the 
officer “stupid.” 

Spokesman Robert Gibbs, questioned 
about the flap as the president headed for 
two events in Cleveland, told reporters that 
Obama felt when it was clear that Harvard 
scholar Henry Louis Gates Jr. was not a bur- 
glary suspect last week, “at that point, cooler 
heads on all sides should have prevailed.” 


OFFICER RESPONDS 

A white police sergeant who arrested 
renowned black scholar Henry Louis Gates 
Jr. said Thursday he’s disappointed President 
Obama said officers acted “stupidly,” despite 
acknowledging he didn’t know all the facts. 

In radio interviews Thursday morning, Sgt. 
James Crowley maintained he had done 
nothing wrong in arresting Gates. 

At a Wednesday news conference, Obama 
had said that the Cambridge, Mass., police 
“acted stupidly” by citing Gates on a resist- 


ing arrest charge, which was quickly dropped. 
He had not faulted the actions of Gates, who 
he said is a friend. 

Gibbs said Obama felt that “at a certain 
point the situation got far out of hand” at 
Gates’ home last week. 

A neighbor reported a possible burglary 
when Gates and a friend were seen trying 
to force open his door, which was jammed. 
When police arrived. Gates was inside and 
showed proof of his residency But he did not 
obey the officer’s order to step outside, and 
after words were exchanged, he was arrested.

MARK BUEHRLE FLAWLESS AS WHITE SOX 
MOVE INTO TIE FOR 1ST PLACE

Mark Buehrle raised his arms, grabbed his 
head and braced himself Thursday for a 
human pileup along the first base line. 

Buehrle flawlessly pitched the Sox into 
a share of first place in the AL Central in 
impeccable style with the i8th perfect game 
in major-league history 

As soon as shortstop Alexei Ramirez 
threw to first baseman Josh Fields to retire 
Jason Bartlett for the final out, Buehrle 
completed the latest achievement in his 
storied career with a victory over defend- 
ing AL champion Tampa Bay, 5-0, before 
28,036 energized fans at U.S. Cellular 
Field. 

“I never thought Fd throw a no-hitter, 
never thought Fd throw a perfect game, and 
I never thought Fd hit a home run,” Buehrle 
said. “Never say never in this game because 
crazy stuff can happen.” 

Buehrle (11-3), 30, a four- time All-Star, 


became just the sixth pitcher in big-league 
history to throw at least two no-hitters that 
included a perfect game. 

He pitched a no-hitter against Texas in 
2007, and he hit a home run at Milwaukee 
last month. 

His achievement marked the 17th no-hit- 
ter in Sox history and only the second per- 
fect game after Charles Robertson’s gem at 
Detroit on April 30, 1922. 

Buehrle joined Frank Smith (1905, 1908) 
as the only Sox pitchers to throw two no- 
hitters. 

The feat earned a congratulatory call from 
the First Fan, President Obama. 

“{Obama} said he was taking a little bit 
of credit because he wore the White Sox 
jacket at the All-Star Game, and I told him 
how surprised I was that he actually did it,” 
Buehrle said. “He said congratulations, and 
it’s an honor. {He said] a lot of people are 
going to remember this forever.”

Mark Buehrle bought watches for his teammates two 
years ago after throwing his first no-hitter. 

He might want to purchase a special gift for 
Dewayne Wise after Wise made the most dramatic 
catch of his career in the ninth inning Thursday to 
preserve Buehrle ’s perfect game in the 5-0 victory 
over the Rays. 

“This one will probably be a lot more expensive,” 
Buehrle said after Wise robbed Gabe Kapler of a 
home run. 

Wise had been inserted into center field for defen- 
sive purposes in the top of the ninth when Kapler 
launched a drive to left-center. Wise had played shal- 
low because he didn’t want Buehrle to lose his perfect 
bid on a bloop hit or broken-bat single. 

“Right away, I took my eyes off it because I wanted 
to make up some ground,” Wise said. “But I looked 
up and said, ‘Wow, this might be one of those plays 
where I have to run through the wall to catch it or try 
to rob a home run.’ ” 

Wise leaped over the fence to make the catch as he 
hit the wall. Then the ball came out of his glove for a 
moment as he started falling, but he grabbed it quickly 
with his bare hand before hitting the warning track. 

“I couldn’t really feel it going into my glove, so I 
thought it was falling,” Wise said. “I saw it slowly roll- 
ing out of my glove, and that’s when I stuck my left 
hand out there and caught it.” 

Wise said Buehrle gave him a hug and thanked him. 

“That’s all that matters,” Wise said. 

And a check? 

“If that’s what he wants to do,” he said, “I’ll accept

Dig into sloppy 
fries at these 6 spots

We have our Canadian neighbors to thank for many things. Ice hockey maple syrup, “eh” 
exclamations and, of course, poutine: the love-it-or-hate-it meal of gravy- and cheese- 
topped fries. 

Earlier this month in New^Vbrk City, a new spot called T-Poutine on the ever-trendy 
Lower East Side proclaimed itself the first all-poutine spot in the city But here at home, 
bars and restaurants have been dutifully serving their own takes on the Canuck classic. 

Though traditional poutine tops fries with 
cheese curds and brown gravy, the category has 
grown to encompass a whole lot more, 
“Poutine, to me, very simply is amazing fries 
with a great sloppy garnish,” says Joshua 
Linton, executive chef at Ajasteak, who 
became taken with the concept after 
spending time in Montreal, 

Whatever the toppings, a big oV mess 
of fries is as equally a good match for 
a night of drinking as it is for quelling a 
hangover the next day Here are six spots to 
get sloppy 





Ajasteak

When chef Joshua Linton put his Short 
Ribs Poutine ($12) on the restaurant’s 
bar menu earlier this spring, his main 
goal was to avoid serving a plate of 
mush. So his potatoes are baked, cut 
into wedges and then fried for an 
extra-crispy texture that can stand up 
to short rib cubes and red wine jus. The 
finai touch? Artisanal Cheddar from 
Vermont, Wisconsin and elsewhere. 
Order it this week and you’ll get some 
“barnyard fun ki ness” with Shropshire 
blue-veined Cheddar from England, 
Linton says. 

Small Bar 

2049 W. Division St 773-772-2727 
Fans of down-home cooking will 
cherish the Poutine ($9) served at 
the Wicker Park location of Small 
Bar. Traditional cheese curds make 
an appearance, matched with thick. 
Southern-style sausage gravy. If your 
server doesn’t bring it to the table. 


ask for a bottle of Sriracha chili sauce, 
which gives a deliciously spicy spin 
to the richness of the sausage. When 
Small Bar’s Lincoln Park location opens 
in October at 1415 W. Fullerton Ave., it’ll 
serve this dish as well. 

The Gage 

24 S. Michigan Ave. 312-372-4243 
To make its House Poutine ($8), this 
well-loved downtown gastropub starts 
with twice-fried fries (they call ’em chips 
here, of course) and Wisconsin cheese 
curds. The crowning glory is a pour of 
elk ragout made with trimmings from 
the pub’s elk entree combined with red 
wine, Worcestershire sauce and other 
spices. Just the thing to soak up a round 
or three of Guinness. 

6 Degrees

When Springfield native Ann Keefner 
opened up her own neighborhood 
bar in Bucktown, she had her mind 
set on bringing a Downstate classic to 


Chicago: the Horseshoe sandwich ($12). 
The fries are Just one component of this 
open-faced sandwich, which starts with 
Texas toast and a burger patty and tops 
it all off with a ladleful of cheese sauce 
and finally, the fries. 

Old Oak Tap

Perhaps the most divergent from 
classic poutine, the Fat Boy Pie ($10) 
is a big ol’ mess in a bowl that starts 
with a base of barbecued pork, 
mashed potatoes, melted Cheddar, 
tomatoes and kalamata olives layered 
in a bowl. On top goes a heaping crown 
of seasoned fries drizzled with rich 
Green Goddess dressing. “It’s been 
described as The Bears winning the 
Super Bowl in my mouth,”’ says chef 
Jason Vanderg raft. A weekend brunch 
version ($11) arrives topped with a fried 
egg. To further add to the excess, some 
bargoers have added fried chicken or 
bacon, Vandergraft says.

Gerard Butler will tell the truth, no matter 
how ugly It Is, with charm (lots of It) 

Los Angeles Times 

No one would ever mistake Gerard Butler for what California Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger has famously termed a “girlie man.” 

For many “The Ugly Truth” will be their first introduction to Butler, who’s 
primarily earned his Hollywood chops playing heroes and kings, most notably in 
his breakout role as Spartan King Leonidas in “300.” 


For the record, he’s also played Attila the Hun and 
Beowulf, plus an early panoply of men of action 
in such B-grade testosterone films as “Lara Croft 
Tomb Raider: The Cradle of Life,” “Timeline” 
and “Reign of Fire,” as well as the Phantom in 
the derided movie version of Andrew Lloyd 
Webber’s musical “Phantom of the Opera.” 

Asked why he’s often cast as heroes of yore, 
the 39 -year-old actor deadpans: “I think it’s 
because of my incredible power and charisma 
as a person. 

“I don’t know,” he adds with a laugh, though 
he notes that he’s something of a history buff. 
“Fm fascinated with history in a dreamy way” 
In his relative youth, this onetime lawyer 
(yes, you read right, a lawyer) was addicted 
to carousing and brawling— now his drug of 
choice appears to be work; he has five movies 
rolling into theaters over the next year. 

And that crack about charisma? Only partly 
a joke. 

It’s no wonder he is one of Hollywood’s most 
eligible bachelors and a tabloid magnet. Most 
recently he’s been linked to Jennifer Aniston, 
with whom he stars in the upcoming action- 
comedy “The Bounty” 

On this day, Butler’s musing on his own per- 
sonal take on the perennial male-female divide, 
the recurring theme of “The Ugly Truth,” his 
new and somewhat raunchy R-rated comedy 
In the film, in theaters Friday, Butler plays 
the unrepentantly macho Mike Chadway who 
becomes an unlikely media sensation after air- 
ing his retrograde opinions about the differenc- 
es between men and women in a TV bit called 
“The Ugly Truth.” His soaring popularity appalls 
the show’s producer, played by Katherine Heigl, 


who nonetheless draws on Chadway’s insights 
for help in snagging her dream man. 

Butler’s not-so-gentle advice to the opposite 
sex: “Pretty girls, lose the attitude. Who needs 
it? Life’s too short. 'You’re not a brain surgeon. 

“In Los Angeles and NewY^brk, where there’s 
definitely a high concentration of beautiful 
women ... a lot of them take themselves way too 
seriously Their beauty feels like it’s become a 
weapon. There’s nothing more attractive to a 
guy than a beautiful woman who has her defens- 
es down.” 

He stops, and takes a second to edit himself 
“Well, maybe not that. That sounds animal- 
istic, like you’re on the prowl.” He then clari- 
fies. What he finds most alluring is “a beautiful 
woman who seems unaware of it.” 

Butler has turned down a bunch of those roles, 
he says, mostly because the men “are normally 
these cookie-cutter characters. Very saccharine 
and sweet. The guys are often more like chicks.” 

The actor’s brutish charms apparently work 
on men too. The movie’s director Robert 
Luke tic says at the movie’s premiere, “there 
were several men who said to me, ‘Gee, he’s 
really attractive.’ Heterosexuals find themselves 
oddly drawn into his orbit.” 

For Butler, part of the appeal of playing 
Chadway turned out to be Heigl, whom he 
met only two days before the start of principal 
photography “From the second we met, I was 
bowled over. I always felt that Katie keeps me on 
my toes. I had to be on my game all the time.” 

“Your nerve endings,” he says, “they bristle 
a little more.” 

He adds waggishly: “To be honest, I think I 
have chemistry with everybody”
